diu'ing t1io .same ])criod- 

In 18()!b wluai tlic Lest lest of Caini*oi)lu((ji<br was puhlislied by 
the late i\rr. (1, It. dray, in the ' _] Land-list of birds,’ tiio number (»f 
desGrilred species was 87, of which "^'2 were in the 3Iuseeni collec- 
tion, r('prcsented by alrout sp<'cimons. 

[n llie ])reseiit year the number of doserihed s[)(‘cios is Id 8, and 
of tliese l!i7 arc in t he colh-clion, represimted by old specimens. 

The number of described species of MuscimjJvUt' in the year 18(h) 
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appears to liavc l)con and the Museum eoniained Ih I of llicso, 
represented hy DoS specimens. 

In the pres{‘iit, volume .s])eeies of Flycatchers are described; 
end of IIk'SO there an^ .Sid in the collection of the Ihitish Museum, 
represented liy 2dtM> s|)(H‘imens. This .i^rcait; increase in tlie numljer 
of examph's lias talaai ]»hioe, not wit hstandin^ that a great many 
deteriorated specimens have lieen eliminated from tlio collection. 

The author has once more the pleasing duty of tlianki ng tlio 
numerous friends and fellow lalumrers who have given him more 
and more assistance every year. It would have heiai scarcely 
possildo to have completed the prcsimt vohnne in the time it has 
occupied, on account of tlio large nnmlier of s])(‘cles recently 
discovered in the Paiiuan islands, had not (hunt Salvador! brought; 
with him to Fiigland, and pilacod iii iho author's hands, the cm tiro 
scries of specimens Ijelonging to the Civic ^luseum of Geneva, in- 
cliiding the types of all the s])ecies lately described by him. J)r. A. 
11. ]\royer has likewise most kindly sent over all the sjx'cimens 
collected by him during his voyage in Papuasia, eoiitaiiiiiig the 
typos of many species unrepresonted in eollcctioiis in this eountry. 
During a recent visit to Ixcydeii iho author received llie greatest 
assistance from Professor Schlegei, who gave every facility for 
the study of the large collections contained in the Museum of that 
city.

These are the genera Cochoa and 
FhceorniSf the foniier ]>laeed near JSiltava (Muscicapidte), and the 
latter in Eopsaltria ( Lajiiida^) by the late Mr. G. It. Gray.

(Cat. B. iii. p. 272) and ])otwccn that genus and Tephrodornis ; and 
the key on p. 270 must be modified as follows ; -

It has also b(;en put forMard tliat 0. ,vaat7iortioides is a stage of 
C, jdmnivna. This seems more jirobable, as the t wo birds arc* 
almost of the same dimensions, and only differ in the colour of tin; 
shoulder-]watoh. Governor Ussher thought th.at the yellow-shouldered 
bird was the older; hut this I cannot coincide with, as wt; have in 
the Mnseaim a specimen commencing to ])ut on tlie yellow slioiilder 
while still in the mottled or Youiig plumago.

median and inner greater coverts pure white, forming a large patch 
on the wings ; <|nills dark brown, Avitli obsolete edgings of wliity 
brown, a little plainer on the tips of tlie secondaries, the innermost

propriety of retaining J\ at rata. Myth, as a distinct species. All 
that can be said is, that the Northern-Indian specimens of P. 
caprata are generally smallest, Cenlral-fndian, (loojeiat, and Sindh 
birds intermediate, and Soutbern-lndiaii and Ceylon birds largest. 
Those who think the larger size a sufficient specific character must 
separate tlu; Celyonose bird as IWtfincola atrata or P. hkolor, Sykes.^’ 

A considerable diflerenco exists in the amount of white on the 
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\nider surface in this species, the majority of the specimens from 
the Eastern archipelai^o having the white contined to the under tail- 
covorts, while nearly nil the individuals from the N.W. Himalayas 
and from Baluchistan have the lower breast and abdomen white as 
well as the under tail-coverts. These dinerences would seem to bo 
specific, wore it not that occasional specimens wore met wuth from 
one or other of tho above-named localitie's sliowing partially the 
characters of iho opposite race.

Those which exhibit this character 
in the most marked degree arc the birds from the Andamans — Hy^ 
poihymls tytleri (Boavan) ; but on this x)oint see Mr. Hume’s careful 
observations (S. P. 1874, p. 217). He finds that the majority of 
the Andaman birds are different from the Indian, but that occa- 
sionally they show more or less of an approach to the lat ter. This 
is exactly my experience with regard to the Indo-Malayan indivi- 
duals ; and certainly those from Flores are whiter below tlian usual ; 
they also occasioix^lly want the napo-sx>bt and praipectoral collar. 

I may here add a w*ord as to iny reason for applying the name of 
azurea to the Indian bird instead of to the Philix)pine, as Muncicapa 
azurea., Bodd., is founded on the “ Gobc-mouchos bleu des Philip- 
jnnes ” of Daubonton’s plate. As the white belly is the character by 
which the two species are distinguished, and as this is shown clearly 
in the xdate, I have adopted it, believing that the locality assigned 
is erroneous. The descri])tioii mentions a slight shade of blue on the 
underparts ; but this is also seen in the Indian bird. Those ornitho- 
logists who prefer the correctness of the locality to that of the 
drawing, must adopt the name of fiypothymis cmraltocephala (8ykcs) 
for the Indian species.

Ohs. The changes of plumage in this species are not understood by 
naturalists, and I)r. Jerdon (/. c.) alludes to the different opinions 
entertained by Indian observers on the subject. From the series of 
skins in the Museum, I should suggest that the sequence of plumage 
would be as follows, and that the differences of pluinage can all bo

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accoiiniod for by age mikI not by season of the year. Unfortunately, 
very few of the skins examined by me have the sex and date of cap- 
ture attached, and so, even if my idea of tlie sequence is correct, I 
am nna])lo to form an estimate of the time it would take for a male 
bird to acquire the adult white pluma^^o. 

The nestling describ(‘d above shows llio first dress, which may bo 
described as dull cliestnut with a wliitish holly. 

^riio adult female is also described. 

The male at lirst resomhles the old feunale, hut has the glossy 
crown and crest, as well as the thro/it, steel-green ; rest of under 
surface white ; tail rufous, longer than in the old female. 

The next dress is like the foregoing, luit with a long red tail, and 
with the quills and jirimary-eoverts edged witli white, only the inner 
secondaries being rufous like tlic back. From tbe perfect character 
of this jiluiiiage, as well as from the number of specimens which 
exhibit it, it would appear to bo the full breeding-plumage of the 
male at some period or other, ])rol)ably in the second year. 

At the same time this and tluj i^reccding stage of plumage may 
be of the same period in the bird's life, as there is one specimen be- 
fore me now with the white eentre tail-feathers full-grown, and a 
few white feathers coming in tlie cejitrc of the back, while the wings 
are still rufous. 

In the red-tailed stage, when the long red centre tail-feathers arc 
worn along with the metallic head and throat, the specimens from 
South-eastern India and (kyylon ditl’er from those from JSoTthern and 
North-w^estern India in having the chest and sides of the body grey 
and not white. 

I'he change fronpdhe red to the full white plumage seems to be ae- 
eornplished j>artly by^ a chaiigi} of feather, and partly^ by a direct 
moult.

Ditficult as it is to esitablish, I have come to the conclusion that 
Terjmphone melampyra is only the femalo of the species of which 
T. dtichaillui is the adult male. The Museum series is so complete 
that scarcely any doubt can exist on the subject, and the sequence 
of chajiges appears to bo as follows : — 

Yo'muj female (sox marked bj' Dr. Lucan). Above dull orange- 
chcstnxit, including the tail ; wing-coverts like the back, the greater 
series with blackish bases ; x)rimary -coverts and quills blackish, the 
secondaries externally orange-rufous, of which a narrow margin 
aj)pcars on the ])rimaries ; head and under surface of body dull slaty 
blue with a slight steel-bluish lustre, the a])domen flulTy and dull 
whitish, washed slightly with orange; vent and under tail- coverts 
dull orange ; thighs dusky grey ; under wdng-coverts slaty grey ;

The bird 1 take to be thefuJl-plumagcd female is much as tho tyjucal 
specimen of T. melampyra. Ilieh orange-chestnut above ; w ings and 
tfjil the same, the secondaries entirely like the back, the primaries wnth 
broad edgings ; bclow^ slaty’ blue, the throat and sides of face glossed 
with steel-blue ; the hind neck greyish ; crown of head glossy steel- 
blue ; under wdng-covcrts slaty blue; under tail-coverts orange. 

Young males appear at lirst to resemble the females, but are often 
distinguished by' the grey ish edgings to tho primaries and the long 
centre tail-leathers. Considerable difference in the colour of tho 
uppcr})arls exists, sometimes the back being hriglit orange-rufous, 
and sometimes chestnut.

Intermediate specimens between the red-backed and the white- 
backed phases of plumage are in tho collection ; one may be espe- 
cially mentioned, as having the red back with a good deal of wdiite 
on the wings, and a black tail soraoAvhai shaded with rufous at the 
tip of tho inner web, the centre feather having an appearance ol 
w'hite near the shaft. The question to be proved is, whether the 
adult male ever gets a perfectly w hite tail, and whether the red-tailed 
birds are females or (as I have described them) males in second plu- 
mage. Mr. Cassiifs assignation of the rcd-tailcd bird to the adult 
male and the wdiito bird to tlie iixhili female is obviously incorrect ; 
and the separation of his Musdpeta from Ai. ducliaillui is 
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also not riglit, as the black upper tail-coverts are found in our red- 
backed specimen (7) along with the white on the >ving and on the 
tail, and are evidently signs of an approach to the adult stage. 
JSj)ec. <j is still chiedy black on the back and upper tail-coverts, the 
white beginning to ])redominate ; in all other respects the bird is in 
perfect plumage. 

The specimen from Old Calabar lias white under tail-coverts, and 
is of a glossy steel-black without any green gloss oti the head and 
throat ; the a xillaries are also white.
